Mr. Sehriver, the Republican member, 
then inquired whether it had list been 
customary to put it in three papers. To 
this it was rop'ied that the purpose this 
year is to save in expense and cut off 
one paper. Mr. Schnver agreed to thib. 


At this point Charles Strausbaugh, 


the Steward, got up and said that he 
was opposed to giving anything to the 
COMPILER, and Mr. Hockwell seemed to 
be off the same opinion, ilr. Scurivei 
advocated publishing the account in the 
two town papers and refused to assent 
to any other arrangement. 


The two members being, then, unable 


to agree, Peter C. Stock, the clerk, 
telephoned to Mr. Hiiier, the 
third 


member, who was not present, and 
having had communication with him 
announced that the matter was settled, 
that the account should be put m the 
two papers above mentioned. Xo vote 
was taken on the matter. 


Thi.s is the substance of what occurred, 


we are informed. 
We are unable to 


vouch for the statements in detail, but 
we have been able to confirm these facts 
—that there was ti disaf;ieeuient between 
Directors Kockwell and Sehriver and 
that Cleik Slock telephoned to Hiuer;

At a rec°nt meeting of the Agricultur- 


al Association in the Court-house I), r. 
Foruey si'oke on the Ship Subsidy bill as 
follows : 


It is to be regretted that public ques- 


tions are not more generally discussed, 
even in our Legislative bodies on the 
basis of the economic principles involv- 
ed. 


The principle here involved is simple. 
The volume of production and the ra- 


tio of its exports indicate clearly that 
agriculture is the primary industiy of 
this country. 


The volume of nil secondary indusUies 


is dependent ou the rujugin of piofit of 
the primary industry. 
Therefore, the 


correct policy would be to strengthen 
the primary industry and thereby benefit 
all others. If we must liave subsidies 
give them to agriculture. 


The awowed object is to carry oui 


ocean fn-ight in higher priced ships with 
higher piM-ed Hbor.
